The Poston herd was founded in 1947 with the purchase of the entire herd owned 
by James Gillis, Rio, Illinois. This was a select herd of brood cows, highly regarded 
in Illinois. They had concentrated on Edellyn bloodlines for years and were using 
two direct sons of the Perth champion, Calrossie Mercury. In 1949, Dr. Poston 
decided to continue this line in his herd and at the Edellyn sale purchased Edellyn 
Royal Leader 93rd, a son of Edellyn Royal Leader and out of a Calrossie Mercury 
dam. This bull proved a highly successful sire. His calves developed well, won 
many championships, and many of the females in the herd today are daughters or 
granddaughters. 


Dr. Poston told me soon after to always keep my eye out for a really top bull for 
him. He indicated he would be willing to pay what it took to buy the best. In 1952 
I saw this bull at LoMar Farms, Sharpsburg, Illinois. I considered him the best son 
of the International grand champion, Kelburn Banker Royal. Dr. Poston came to 
Illinois, bought him for $4,500. That was how LoMar Favorite came to Tennessee. 
He has sired more champions and top sellers in this area than any other bull in mod- 
ern times. It is blood that is breeding on. 


This made the job of selecting a bull to follow LoMar Favorite even more diffi- 
cult. In 1955 Dr. Poston bought two bulls at the Mathers sale. He paid $3,700 for 
the thick, short-legged imported-in-dam Baron Leveldale, and $5,200 for Leveldale 
Asset, a ten month old calf. Asset went on to stand second in a class of 31 junior 
bull calves at the International that year, being defeated only by his half brother. 
It is unfortunate this herd must be sold at this time, because the Leveldale Asset 
calves made their first-appearance on the show circuit this past fall . . . and were 
sensations. No doubt about it . . . someone will buy a great sire . . . and many 
others will buy extremely valuable calves in dam by him. 


I have rambled on about the cattle and haven’t left the room I planned to express 
my feelings about Dr. and Mrs. Poston. They have been fine friends. No couple has 
worked harder in the interests of the breed .. . and this is saying a great deal, be- 
cause we have many wonderful people in the Tennessee Association. I have always 
appreciated Dr. Poston’s determination to breed the best. The breed owes him a 
great deal for campaigning his show herd, year in, year out, making a more powerful 
display for the breed everywhere they have been exhibited. 
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Where no placing is given, the animal was not exhibited at that particular show.
